To remove that painful smarting of the skin 
which results from exposure to the sun and 
wind, the following preparation will be 
found of special value :-+-Peel a large cucum- 
ber, cut in slices; place, if possible, in a 
double saucepan, cook slowly, without water, 
until soft. Put the pieces in a strong muslin 
bag, squeeze until all the juice has been ex- 
tracted; add to this juice one-fourth rectified 
spirits (whiskey will do) and one-third elder- 
flower water. Shake well, pour into small 
bottles and seal. The lotion can be used as 
required, but must be well shaken before being 
applied. 

Elder-flower water, one of the most widely- 
recognised of beaaty lotions, is quite simple 
to make, and now that the trees are in full 
bloom is the time to prepare it. Gather the 
flowers on a sunny day, spread them to dry 
thoroughly, then put them in a basin and 
cover with boiling water—abont one pint to 
each large handful of flowers. When cold, 
strain through muslin and bottle for use.

ANGORA TO RATIFY THRE

Other passengers were pinned beneath the 
heavy car, or, rebounding from the rocks, 
were thrown into the river Var, where rescuers 
when they arrived found a number of bodies 
floating. i : : 

Six passengers—three women and three 
men—were killed and 13 injured, all but one

When the villagers from Guillaumes réached } 
the scene one young man, in a frenzy of pain,

Dead and injured were finally hoisted up to 
the road, and at midnight the wounded 
arrived in the hospital at Nice.

IN KILKENNY. 
A SUCCESSFUL TOUR. 

_ It was midnight on Monday when Pvesidént 
Cosgrave finished speaking at the last of a 
series of meetings in North Kilkenny. At 
every meeting he received a hearty welcome. 

The Rey. C. M‘Namara. P.P., presided at 
the first meeting in Castlecomer, It was 
largely attended by people from the colliery 
district, 

President Cosgrave was loudly cheered. He 
said thai it was fairly clear that the people 
engaged in destruction for the past year had 
very little knowledge of real nation-building, 
and would not be able to strengthen the busi- 
ness and restore the commerce of the nation. 
lí one man had the right to arm, every man 
had, and if every man was armed life would 
be held cheaply. This country should be an 
example of ordered government and decent 
citizenship. These were things worth struggl- 
ing to preserve. We claim, he said, that no 
order of the community has the right to be 
armed, save those whom the Government set 
up by the people decided should be armed. 

Replying to an interruption about the pri- 
soners, he said that they were safe where 
they were, and if it required twice the num- 
ber to guarantee the liberty they had got they 
would take them.

CONCRETE FRENCH PROPOSAL. 


: PARIS, Tuesday. 

I am in a position to give a detinite forecast 
of the lines which are followed by M. Poincaré 
in his Note. It is divided into two parts. 
The first part is 4 general exposition of the 
French policy. It is not only conciliatory in 
tone—it does not merely trace the progress 
eí the reparations dispute retrospectively—but 


Ruhr, it presents in concrete fashion, not, 
indeed, an elaborate plan, but the elements 
of a positive solution. 

. The. controversy about the Ruhr is put in 
its proper place as one of the incidents which 
have arisen out of the reparations problem. 

What M. Poincaré chietly does is to seize on 
the British statement that 14.2 milliard gold 
marks are required to pay the British debt 
to the United States, and that this amount 
must be obtained from a Continental source— 
from the Allies who are debtors to Great 
Britain and Germany. together, though as 
large a percentage as possible from Germany, 

Upon this basis, and upon the basis ci 
French claims, M. Poincaré has sketched out 
a constructive scheme, which he is hopeful 
will. lead to a practical arrangement. It 
goes into the financial possibilities in“’ manner 
which, I have reason to believe, may carry. us 
nearer to a settlement than anything which 
has yet been drawn up by the French. 

Jt is recognised that objections may: be 
urged against some of the calculations, and 
some of the contenticns which are put for- 
ward, but the French. authorities, who are 
acquainted with the carefully kept secret of 
this Note, are sincerely confident, and. ex- 
perience some sense of relief that the Allied 
Governments may get to grips with the cen- 
tral problem. This is the vital part of the 
Note. It is scarcely an exaggeration to state 
that other parts are, by comparison with it, 
secondary and almost negligible. 

The French contention bu been that what 
has stood in the way oí a closer discussion 
has been the lack oí any such statement of 
British claims as was contained in the last 
British Note. It is asserted that, at any 
vate, since January there has been silence 
on. this essential point, but that now M. 
Poincaré, with the unmistakable British de- 
mand hefore him, is enabled to outline a 
clear policy. Fifty milliard gold marks is 
the total demand, with the United States 
claim reserved. The French Note is, there- 
fore, of the greatest possible importante, by 
reason of this new attempt to come to the 
real issue at last. 

-"The French demand remains at twenty-six 
miiliards, and the Belgian at five milliards. 
Such resources as holdings in mines and 
railways, and other concessions, are in- 
dicated, though not developed. Receipts 
from Customs, taxes on exportations, de- 
liveries in kind, are enumerated. 
The French, at any rate, are ‘satisfied that 
there can now no rupture of the Ententc, 
but a genuine renewal of conversations, with 
the expectation of reaching the goal. 
Such is the essentic] feature of the first 
part of the Note, which, if the French de- 
sire is fulfilled, wil! put an end to dialectics. 
As for the second part, it is penned in a much 
more fighting spirit. | 
It forms a kind of annexe to the French

BAN DISAPPROVED BY FRENCH. 
OPINION.

M. Poincaré’s action in ‘suppressing the 
film, “ The Birth of a Nation,” has aroused 
a surprising amount of criticism in the French 
Press and film industry. Although French 
opinion in general condemns discrimination 
between blacks and whites, especially in view 
of the importance of France's black colonies 
te the development of the French Army, the 
Premier's action’ is characterised is 
“arbitrary to the last degrec,”’ 

fo enforce it M. Poincaré will be compel!ed 
to nave recourse to an old law established by 
the French Revolution, August 17, 1790, 
governing the “ protection of public order.” 
This law has the disadvantage of being 
associated with the reign of terror, in every- 
hody’s mind; but it is the only law on the 
Statute Books (justifying the Premicr’s 
present action. 

French law provides for an official censor- 
ship of films. To the, Board of Censors M. 
Lecocq, owner of the exhibition rights here, 
submitted the film three times, an@ each time 
had itapproved. Now, owing to the Premier's 
doubtfully constitutional action, M. Lecocq 
will lose the 500,000 francs that he has paid 
for the French rights, as well as another 
100,000 francs spent in advertising.

CANADIAN CATTLE. 
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THE BRITISH BRANDING 


REGULATIONS. 
MONTREAL, Monday. 

The Canadian Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals will endeavour to pre- 
vent the electric branding of siore cattle for 
export, as required by the British regulations. 

Leading cattle exporters also raised a pro- 
test upon being adyised by the Department 
of Agriculture at Ottawa that no store cattle
